Nc conformity of circumstances can 


account for the origin of Christianity. 


A beine;, knoun to the world only as 


a Jewish peasant, delivered a system of 
doctrine which overthrew not merely 
some feeble philosophy, or some harsh 
and unpopular superstition, but both 
the theorv and establishment of ihe 
state religion, guarded and fought for 
by the, armed strength of the most 
powerful government of the greatest of 
all empires. 
Thousands and tens of 


thousands owed their daily bread to 
thf-ir connexion with that religion.— 
Millions on millions had identified it 
with all their conceptions of life, of en- 
joyment, and of that obscure hope in 
•which the heathen saw a life to come. 
'The noble families owed to it a large 
portion of their rank and influence.— 
The emperor himself was the high 
priest. 
Old tradition, invigorated in- 


to living belief, made it a pledge of 
safety to the empire—a sacred protec- 
tor, wiihout which the glories of Ro- 
man dominion were destined to inevi- 
table ruin. Yet against the colossal and 
haughty erection—the consummate 
•work of subtletv and strength—stood 
forth a solitary being, and at his word 
the whole pile, the great fortress that 
towered up to heaven, came, wall and 
gate, to the ground.

"There are but two kinds of govern- 
ments ; the good, which was never yet 
discovered : and the bad, the only ob- 
ject of which is to draw money from 
the pockets of the governed into the 
pockets of the governors."

THE GEE JIT ECLIPSE OF 1331. 


This eclipse which will happen on 


the 12th of February, will be one of 
the most remarkable that will again be 
witnessed in the United States for a 
long course of years: 
The apparent 


diameter of the sun will be 32/r minutes 
of a degree, that of the moon 3l£. 
Of 


course the eclipse will be nnnnlur ; that 
is in all places where Ihe sun w i l l be 
centrally eclipsed,' at the moment of 
the greatest obscuration, it will exhib- 
it the appearance of a b e a u t i f u l l u m i - 
nous ring around the moon,— Eclipses 
of this kind are of less frequent occur- 
rence than those which are total. 
The 


centre of the eclipse w i l l fiist touch the 
earth's di^k in the great 
Pacific O- 


cean on the morning of February 12lh, 
in lal. 31 deg 55 m i n u t e s N. and longi- 
tude 140 degrees 3 m i n u t e s west from 
Greenwich. 
At this point the sun-juill 


rise centrally eclipsed at 34 m i n u t e s 
past 6 o'clock ; or at three hours 54 m. 
P. M. apparent lime at Greenwich.— 
Thence proceeding by a gentle curve to 
the South and East, in 16 m i n u t e s it 
w i l l enter upon the coast oi California, 
in l a t i t u d e 27 degrees 30 minutes N.— 
Thence c u r v i n g N o r t h w a r d l y , 47 min- 
utes more, it will enter the United 
States near the S. W corner of'Louis- 
isana, and in six m i n u t e s it will cross 
the Mississippi, near St. Francisville. 
Passing through the states of Missis- 
sippi, Alabama, and Georgia, in 27 
minutes more it will arrive at a point in 
Pendleton county, South Carolina, in 
latitude 
31- degrees 37 
minutes N".

where the sun w i l l be centrally eclipsed 
on the meridian.

ver North Carolina into Virginia, in 
14 minutes it will cross James River, 
near Richmond, and 
continuing in

the eastern shore of Cape Cod at Well- 
Rcet,and in 6 minutes will enter upon 
t h e South Western extremity of Nova 
Scotia. 
Thence passing over the isl- 


and of Newfoundland and increasing 
in velocitv as it approaches the verge 
of the earth, in 19 minutes more it will 
leave its disk in latitude 51 degrees 40 
minutes W. longitude, at w h i c h - p o i n t 
the sun will set centrally eclipsed at 
4 h. SO m. or 6 h. 25 m. Greenwich 
time. 


The eclipse will have been 2. h. 31 m. 


in crossing the earth's disk, and about 
one h o u r from its entrance to the lime 
of its leaving ihe Umied Stales 
A 


line drawn through the above points 
on the Map of North America, will 
pass through all those places \vhere 
the eciipsfe is central. 
Two other lines 


on each side of the first, at the distance 
of 50 miles, will include all places in 
the United States where it will be an- 
nular 
Its penumbra will precede and 


follow the centre, at the mean interval 
of one hour and thirty minutes, making 
on the central track the beginning and 
end of the eclipse.—Lines drawn on the 
map of the United States, parallel to 
the central track at intervals, on the S. 
sideofSOO, 185 and 175 miles, and on 
the N. at intervals of 225. 250, and 300 
miles, will exhibit, nearly, the respec- 
tive points where the sun will be 11, 
10, 9 digits eclipsed. 
By making pro- 


portions along the centra! path of the 
eclipse at intervals of Greenwich time, 
and protracting the hour lines at right 
angles, the time and phases of the e- 
clipse may be found for very nearly a- 
ny place in the United States.observing 
to reduce the Greenwich lime to that 
of the place of observation. 


This eclipse will be visible over eve- 


ry part of the Xorih American conti- 
nent and the West Indies, and sviil be 
seen as far south as the city of Quito 
in South America.
